DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks on pages 5-1 2, filed on March 1 1 , 2008, 
with respect to claims 1-20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 102 (b) 
and 103(a) rejections of claims 1-20 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 21-38 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 21, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a filter algorithm operation being based on a slope of the 
scattered light signal, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

And as to claim 32, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a scattered light signal amplifier to amplify the scattered light 
signal and a filter algorithm operation is provided to filter the scattered light signal based 
on a slope, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Reference 5,296,910 teaches a method for automatically conducting single 
particle experiments which includes subjecting the particles to external forces. 

However, it fails to disclose the limitations cited above in 21 . 
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Reference 6,876,305 teaches a compact particle sensor for detecting suspended 
particles. 

However, it fails to disclose the limitations cited above in 32.
